Boh-Action Rifle— Diet An Hour Later in A Phila­ 
delphia Hospital 


FEASTERVILLE, Mar. 18— A 16-ycar-old Philadel­ 
phia boy wan fatally shot yesterday afternoon when a gun 
was accidentally discharged. The victim of the tragedy, 
Henry Taylor, 4629 Whitaker avenue, had been shooting 
at targets along with a Philadelphia lad and two youths 
from here. The boys ranged in ages from 11 J o 16. 
The accident occurred on the Henry Blair farm. 
Lower Southampton Township, at about 3.30. 
The rifle was a .22 Marlin bolt action. 
Taylor and his companions were shooting at a target 
in the woods on the Blair place. Arriving at the farm, the 
quartette of boys passed Blair working in a field. They 
asked permission to gun and were told by Blair to “get 
that gun out of here. Go down in the woods if you are 
going to shoot." 
They went about a quarter of a mile distance ami 
there began shooting at a pile of logs. 
According to state police, Langhorne barracks, Tay­ 
lor was in company with Raymond McLearnon, 16, Phila­ 
delphia; Joseph Roebuck, 15, and Daniel Roebuck, 11, of 
Feasterville. McLearnon is said to have been holding the 
f 
un when it accidentally discharged, the bullet striking 
aylor who was standing in back of McLearnon. Taylor 
fell to the ground. His companions were panic-stricken. 
They went to his aid and dragged him out into the open 
field and tried to stop the flow of blood from Taylor's head.
